Of the above members 1265 are life members. 

During the year QCWA presented 282 ''50 Years Licensed in Amateur Radio! 
awards. New chapters formed during 1973 - El Paso Texas; CEntral 
Oklahoma; Niagara Frontier; Space Port, Melbourne Fla; West Branch, 
Williamsport, Pa.; and the Austin Texas chapter. QCWA has 66 chapters 
(65 in the U.S. and 1 in Australia) A new chapter is being formed in 
the Ontario Canada area. 


“The Board unanimously accepted and approved the Treasurer's and 
Executive Secretary's reports. W2JE reported on the work being done 
on the 1974-75 QCWA callbook. Members who have not paid next 3 years 
dues by March 31, 1974 will not be included in the QCWA Callbook. 


The board discussed W4IYT's note regarding giving assistance to 
widows of dead members. The board felt that the chapters would be in 
better position to handle this matter, and that chapters should start 
a program to assist widows In disposing of amateur radio equipment. 


The board approved the change to Art Vi sec 1 to read ''30 days" 
instead of "20 days''/// this section is in conflict with sec 3 
and also our membership is so large we must give them time 
to send in thelr ballots. The board decided to go to bulk 
rate mailings to save funds. This was necessary as our post 
age expenses are climbing and since the new postage will be 
10c the board decided on reducing postage expenses to try 
the bulk rate mailing. Actually this will be faster thatn 
3d calls mail, as all mail will be bundled by ZIP CODE and 
will be delivered more expeditiously to the central PO of 
the area. W2KW and W4QR are expediting the IRS requirements 
for non=profit mailings. At the next meeting this should be 
resolved. W2PF sent to W2ALS our president a very well writ 
ten resume of IRS requirements and procedures to follow.Thi 
brochure was turned over to W2KW to study. The board after 
lengthy discussion on increasing the membership of the QCWA 
board decided that we were not ready yet to make any decisi 
ions and tabled the matter until some future time.

CORRESPONDENCE - TWO METER OPERATION FOR QCWA ON A NATIONAL BASIS -- 


The Houston Chapter of QCWA is working hard to set up its own 2-meter 
repeater, and is greatly interesting in the establishment of a Nation- 
al calling frequency which would permit traveling members to find mem= 
bers in whatever community they are located in! The following story 
has been written by Monte Montemayor, WSYZ, Secretary of the > Houston, 
Chpater, of QCWA. 


"In the National two-meter frequency plan for repeaters, seven frequen- 
cles were dedicated for direct work, that is, frequencies where no re- 
peaters are assigned, and as such are Intended for general communica~ 
tions between cars, cars to fixed stations, and the like. The first 
of these frequencies is 146.40 with subsequent channels spaced 30 kHz, 
and end with 146.58 MHz. 146.52 is now known as the National Calling, 
DX and highway monitoring frequency, The rest of the frequencies have 
been put to use throughout the country by individuals, groups and sec- 
tious of metropolitan areas and more especially in cities where no re- 
peaters are in operation, Assignment of these direct frequencies has 
not been done on a national basis and use of them is generally elect- 
ive, but should be coordinated with State Frequency Coordinators, to 
avoid conflict with groups presently (if any) using the frequencies. 
Since few specific allocations on the frequencies have yet been made, 
we should at this time claim 146.55 as our National QCWA frequency. We 
can use this frequency to and from all our gathers, on the highway, tn 
town and so forth. The point is that if we make this a fact, and then 
let all our old timers interested in 2-meters know of it, we will have 
a place in the spectrum to congregate regardless of what part of the 
Country you are visting or working in. It is well to mention, that it 
is desirable to carry your 2-meter rig with you, even when you fly to 
another area, and to use it locally with a magnetic antenna. There 
may be individuals or groups already using this frequency~-if so, our 
use of the frequency will not bother too many - use low power, mind 
our manners, and use 146.55 as often as possible for local QCWA work! 
You are urged to talk and promotel46.55 for QCWA on a National basis!
